School Board Surprised By 
High Bids On New School 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met on Thursday afternoon, 
August 11, in Elba to open bids on a 
new elementary school to be con- 
structed in Kinston, but postponed 
accepting a bid after all bids were 
higher than expected. 

Low bid on _ the 
18,025-square-foot building was 
received from Lunsford Construction 
Company, and the bid was $598,450. 
Other bids were $603,400 from Opp 
Building and Supply Company; 
$637,460 from Delco-Gulf Coast Iron 
Works, and $661,000 from Madison 
Construction Company. 

Supt. John W. Vaughan stated ‘‘l 
think the price is within our capabil- 
ities,’’ and architect H.J. Mizell agreed, 
saying he had estimated a cost of 
$600,000 several months ago. Board 
members disagreed, however, and 
board chairman Frank Britt stated, 
“The low bid is a little bit more than 
this board was led to believe it would 
be. We might need to look at this 
further, to see if we can cut back in any 
areas, and then make a decision.”’ 

It was explained that additional 
sewage work required by the state 
upped the bid by over $50,000, and the 
low bidder said there was very little that 
could be changed to lower the cost. 

The board discussed the matter 
briefly and then told the low bidder it 
would study the bid and means of 
financing, and report back at a meeting 
on August 19,

The meeting began at 1:00 p.m. with 
all members present, including Supt. 
Vaughan, board chairman Britt and 
board membrs Bill Boland, Harrell 
Carroll, Tom Dyess and Preston Kelley 
Jr. 

After the opening of the bids, Supt. 
Vaughan stated, ‘‘i have just returned 
from a meeting in Montgomery, and I'm 
proud to report that Gov, Wallace has 
cut proration to five percent for the 
upcoming school year, compared with 
ten percent last year. This cut will 
generate $100,000 in revenue for the 
Coffee County School System and wipe 
out our deficit!"’ 

“We have received $151,000 in per 
pupil funding,’ added Vaughan, ‘‘and 
over $400,000 in discretionary funds. It 
will cost approximately $21,000 of the 
per pupil funds to remove asbestos from 
the school buildings, while five new 
school buses to be delivered soon will 
Cost approximately $400,000, and this 
too will come out. df thie fund, leaving 


approximately $30,000 in the per pupil 
funding. By placing the funds in short 
term certificates of deposit, we have 
accumulated added interest, leaving the 
county in good financial shape."’ 

It was reported that insurance 
premiums went up from $129 a month 
per family to $170 a month. A state 
sponsored health insurance plan would 
cost $121 a month, with the only major 
change being in the deductible amount, 
The county's insurance committee 
(composed of teachers and school 
officers) will study the various policies 
and report to all teachers before a vote 
is taken, 

A reinforcement of board instruction 
policy will result in a change of school 
hours at all county schools. A need for 
six hours of daily instruction was 
adopted as board policy in years past, 
but has been deviated from recently. 
After discussing the policy Thursday, 
Supt. Vaughan stated the policy would 
be enforced and all county schools 
would hold classes from 8 a.m. until 3 
p.m. The enforcement will require a 


change in schedules at all schools, but it 


is not expected to cause major 
problems. 
The ability of county school 


lunchrooms to operate in the black last 
school year will result in no increase in 
breakfast or lunch prices, it was 
announced last week. 


Following a short executive session, 
the board voted unanimously to employ 
Terry Weeks as a fourth-grade teacher 
and assistant coach at Kinston. Weeks 
is a graduate of Kinston High School 


and will coach both football and 
basketball. 
The transfer of five tenured 


employees was announced, and it was 
stated all transfers were requested.

Project Pay-Up Underway 


Since Governor George Wallace's 
proclamation declaring August as Child 
Support Month in Alabama, prosecutors , 
and child support staff of the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
have implemented ‘Project Pay-Up’’ in 
a special effort to increase public 
awareness of child support respon- 
sibilities. According to Tom Head, 
assistant district attorney for Coffee 
County and president of the Alabama 
Child Support Association, ‘‘the project 
involves a variety of activities statewide 
designed to emphasize child support 
obligations and enforce payment of 
support.’’ Hopefully this effort will 
‘underscore the needs of children for 
support and will generate public 
support for the child support program in 
\labama."’ 


Project Pay-Up”’ is an outgrowth of 
the Federal-State Child Support 
Program which was instigated because 
i substantial number of parents felt 
they could abandon their parental 


responsibility, resulting in the taxpayer 
assuming the obligation of support. The 
absent parent is made to repay the state 
for payments made to the family 
through the AFDC program, In the long 
run, the taxpayer benefits from the 
program in that fewer families require 
welfare. 


Through a cooperative agreement 
between the office of the district 
attorney and the Department of 
Pensions and Security, effort is now 
being made to locate absent parents, 
establish paternity when necessary, and 
obtain and enforce orders of support. 
Locally, these functions are being 
performed by Rita Kula, child support 
worker for Coffee County DPS, and 
Becky Ellis, child support coordinator 
for the district attorney's office. Mrs. 
Kula and Mrs. Ellis firmly believe that 
every child has a right to know his 
parents and be supported by them, and 
feel the child actually benefits from the 
child support program. 


They say they 


have seen parents who were originally 
forced to pay support begin to take a 
greater interest in their children. 


District Attorney Joei Folmar 
praised the child support program in 
Coffee County, stating, ‘The ost 


recent Statistical data indicates Coffec 
County ranks fourth among the state's 
67 counties in average collections per 
AFDC child."’ Each year since the 
program's inéeption in 1977, increases 
in child support collections have been 
realized, with collections totaling 
approximately $75,000 in 1982. ‘This is 
important,’’ says Folmar, ‘‘because the 
monies collected relieve some strain on 
State finances and the taxpayer.”’

Plant Food Plots For Deer 


And Turkey

Soil Conservation Service 


According to a survey by 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources, about 202,000 
deer, and about 35,000 
turkey were harvested by 
hunters in Alabama during 
the 1981-82 season. By 
anybody’s standards, that’s 
a lot of deer and turkey. 
Figures are not yet available 
for the 1982-83 season, but 
from all indications, more 
were killed during that 
season than during the 
1981-82 season. 

Did you get your share of 
deer and turkey last season? 
If not, would you like to 
improve your chances of 
harvesting more of these 
splendid game animals 
during the coming season? 


You can improve your 
chances by providing deer 
and turkey with high quality 
winter food. Here’s how to 
do it: 

Plant either adapted 
winter clovers or small grains 
in plots one to three acres in 
size. It’s usually better to 
plant several plots of that 
size than to make one larger 
planting. There are many 
of these from which to 
choose, and planting dates 
vary a good bit, depending 
on the kind you select; but 
August through October is 
the best time to plant them. 
They can be planted alone or 
in combination. 

Good locations for food 
plots are openings in 
woodland, utility rights- 
of-way, idle cropland, or 
nearly anywhere else near 
woodland if the soil is suited. 
If possible, plant on sites that 
are level or nearly level; that 


will help prevent your soil - 
your most valuable resource - 
from washing away. 

Break and harrow the 
plots several weeks before 
planting. That will allow 
rains to settle the soil before 
planting. The seedbed 
should be well-prepared but 
firm. A soil test is the only 
way of determining lime 
needs, and it’s the best way 
of determining fertilizer 
needs; therefore, apply lime 
and fertilizer according to 
soil test recommendations, at 
the time of soil preparation.

URGENT 

Don't take any chances! 
Some peanut producers are 
getting more rain than 
others. Where a field is 
-getting a rain or shower 
every few days, drop your 
fungicide spray interval to 
seven days. 

The next thirty days is a 
critical time in preventing 
both early and late leafspot. 
Why control leafspot? First, 
research and farmer experi- 
ence shows greatly increased 
yields where a spray pro- 
gram is maintained. Di- 
sease-free peanuts can be 
harvested when the yield is 
atits peak. It will cost extra 
to spray extra, but you will 
be helping to insure har- 
vesting a good crop of high- 
quality peanuts. 


FUNGICIDE TREATMENT 

Some Coffee County soy- 
bean growers may want to 
use a fungicide to improve 
their yields. With the prices 
of beans increasing, this 
practice may be more 
profitable this year than in 
previous years. If you use 
other recommended 
fungicides, put the first ap- 
plication on when the little 
pods are 1/8-inch to 1/4-inch 
long. The second application 
should be made about two 
weeks later unless the 
weather is dry. You can 
usually count on about a 
S- to 6-bushel-per-acre 
increase where a fungicide is 
used if the beans are in good 
condition.

Walden has 
been a cooperator with the 
Coffee County Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
for over 12 years. He owns 
242 acres in which he has 
applied every conservation 
practice it took to protect his 
land. 


Clayton Walden realizes 
the importance of con- 
trolling soil erosion and his 
farm shows it. He has 
constructed and maintained 
grassed waterways and 
terraces on all of his 
cropland. He has also 
planted grass in areas of 
moderate erosion which he 
uses for hay production, and 
has taken the time and 
patience to contour all of his 
cropland, a practice that 
sometimes requires extra 
time but which will cut the 
soil loss in a field in half. 
Walden. also believes in 


planting winter cover crops 
on his cropland to help 
protect his fields from costly 
soil erosion. He has also 
installed two gully stabiliza- 
tion structures on two large 
caving areas on his farm. 

Walden is the kind of 
man that we as consumers 
should appreciate’ for 
assuring us there will be land 
producing for years to come, 
and his farm shows that 
conservation practices pay 
dividends and will accrue 
interest for generations to 
come,

Plant Food Plots For Deer 


And Turkey

According to a survey by 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources, about 202,000 
deer, and about 35,000 
turkey were harvested by 
hunters in Alabama during 
the 1981-82 season. By 
anybody’s standards, that’s 
a lot of deer and turkey. 
Figures are not yet available 
for the 1982-83 season, but 
from all indications, more 
were killed during that 
season than during the 
1981-82 season. 

Did you get your share of 
deer and turkey last season? 
If not, would you like to 
improve your chances of 
harvesting more of these 
splendid game animals 
during the coming season? 


You can improve your 
chances by providing deer 
and turkey with high quality 
winter food. Here’s how to 
do it: 

Plant either adapted 
winter clovers or small grains 
in plots one to three acres in 
size. It’s usually better to 
plant several plots of that 
size than to make one larger 
planting. There are many 
of these from which to 
choose, and planting dates 
vary a good bit, depending 
on the kind you select; but 
August through October is 
the best time to plant them. 
They can be planted alone or 
in combination. 

Good locations for food 
plots are openings in 
woodiand, utility rights- 
of-way, idle cropland, or 
nearly anywhere else near 
woodland if the soil is suited. 
If possible, plant on sites that 
are level or nearly level; that 


will help prevent your soil - 
your most valuable resource - 
from washing away. 

Break and harrow the 
plots several weeks before 
planting. That will allow 
rains to settle the soil before 
planting. The seedbed 
should be well-prepared but 
firm. A soil test is the only 
way of determining lime 
needs, and it’s the best way 
of determining fertilizer 
needs; therefore, apply lime 
and fertilizer according to 
soil test recommendations, at 
the time of soil preparation.

URGENT 

Don't take any chances! 
Some peanut producers are 
getting more rain than 
others. Where a field is 
getting a rain or shower 
every few days, drop your 
fungicide spray interval to 
seven days. 

The next thirty days is a 
critical time in preventing 
both early and late leafspot. 
Why control leafspot? First, 
research and farmer experi- 
ence shows greatly increased 
yields where a spray pro- 
gram is maintained. Di- 
sease-free peanuts can be 
harvested when the yield is 
atits peak. It will cost extra 
to spray extra, but you will 
be helping to insure har- 
vesting a good crop of high- 
quality peanuts. 


FUNGICIDE TREATMENT 

Some Coffee County soy- 
bean growers may want to 
use a fungicide to improve 
their yields. With the prices 
of beans increasing, this 
practice may be more 
profitable this year than in 
previous years. If you use 
other recommended 
fungicides, put the first ap- 
plication on when the little 
pods are 1/8-inch to 1/4-inch 
long. The second application 
should be made about two 
weeks later unless the 
weather is dry You can 
usually count on about a 
S- to 6-bushel-per-acre 
increase where a fungicide is 
used if the beans are in good 
condition.

Attorney Fees For Sheriff Paul 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, August 
22, at the courthouse in Elba, and on a 
split vote agreed to pay attorney’s fees 
for Sheriff Brice Paul in two lawsuits 
now pending. 

The commission had earlier asked 
County Attorney Warren Rowe if he 
could defend Sheriff Paul in the cases, 


and Rowe answered he could in a case 
involving-a claim of False Arrest, but it 
would be a conflict of interest to 
represent the sheriff in a suit also 
involving the county commission. 

The suit which would result in the 
conflict of interest involves a suit filed 
by an Enterprise resident who was 
stabbed by an inmate ‘‘on a pass’’ from 


the county jail. The inmate, a state 
prisoner serving a sentence of 35 years, 
was allowed to leave the jail on a 
four-hour pass to visit his family, and 
while he was out, he stabbed an 
Enterprise man. The commission, as 
well as Sheriff Paul, is being sued by 
the victim, thus bringing about the 
conflict. 


Cut In Proration Will Give 


$55,000 To City School Board 


The recent announcement by Gov. 
Wallace that the proration of education 
funds would be cut by 5% came as good 
news to school boards across the state, 
and Elba Supt. of Education John 
Osburn reports the additional funding 
will be put to good use. 

‘It appears that the 5% cut will 


result in our system receiving 
$50 - 55,000 in payback that had been 
withheld,’’ state Supt. Osburn. ‘‘We 
will apply the funds toward paying off 
loans at the banks.

The Coffge County Board of Educa- 
tion met in special session on Friday 
morning, August 19, in Elba and voted 
unanimously to employ Lunsford Con- 
struction Co, to construct a new elemen- 
tary at Kinston.
